S.R.O. 25. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the recruitment to the Class II (Non-Gazetted Noil-ministerial) post* in the Army 
Statistical Organization in the Ministry Of Defence, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Army 
Statistical Organization (Class II posts) Recruitment Rules, 1M7. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 af 
the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Number, classification and soales of pay.— The number of the said poets, their 
classification and the scales of pay attached thereto, shall be as specified in 
columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualification — The method of 

recruitment to the said posts, a^e limit, qualifications and other matters con- 
nected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 12 of tha said Schedule: 

Provided the upper age limit specified in column 6 of the said Schedule for direct 
recruitment may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persona in accordance 
with the general orders of the Central Government issued from tima to time,

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5. Disqualifications. — (a) No person who has more than one wife living or who, 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
appointment to any of the said post; and 

(b) no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to any of 
the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering exempt any person from the operation of this rule.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 30ft 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
recruitment to the Class III Non-Gazetted Non-ministerial post of Dark Boom 
Assistant in Naval Headquarters in the Ministry of Defence, namely:

(b) no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to any of 
the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule.

— The following bye-laws for regulating the collection and recovery 
of the tax on cycles, tri-cycles and cycle-ricksnaws In the Dehu Road Cantonment, 
made by the Cantonment Board, Dehu Road, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (3) of section 282* and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 
1924), are published for general information, the same having been previously 
published, and having been approved and confirmed by the Central Government, 
as required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

Bye-Laws for the regulation of collection and recovery of tax cm. Cycles, Tri- 
Cycles and Cycle- Rickshaws in the Dehu Ro<id Cantonment 

1. Every person who keeps any cycle, tri-cycle or cycle-rickshaw for use 
whether as owner or as hirer or in any other capacity, of such cycle, tri-cycle or 
cycle- rickshaw, 3hall unless otherwise exempted, be liable for the payment of the 
tax as specified in order of the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence 
S.R.O. No. 290, dated the 28th September 1959. published in the Gazette of India. 
Part II Section 4, dated t(he 10th October, 1959 (an extract of which is given in 
the Annexure to these bye-lawa). The tax shall be payable in advance and in 
lumpsum. 

2. The Executive Officer shall, before the 15th April of each year, Issue a 
public notice calling upon all persons liable to the payment of the tax on cycles, 
tri-cycles and cycle-rickshaws to furnish a declaration in Form “A” appended to 
these bye-laws and to pay before the 1st May of the year, the tax in respect of 
any such vehicle or vehicle# kept by them. 

3. On the publication of the aforesaid notice, every person who is liable for the 
payment of the, tax shall, before the 1st May of that year, make an application In 
Form "A” to the Executive Officer and pay into the Board’s office the tax which 
he is liable to pay in respect of the vehicle or vehicles specified in such declara- 
tion. 

4. Every person who possesses any cycle, tricycle or cycle-rickshaw in respect 
of which he is liable for the first time to pay the tax shall, within fifteen days 
of his coming into such possession, give notice thereof in writing to the Executive 
Officer and shall also make an application in Form "A'' to the Executive Officer 
and pay the tax which he Is liable to pay in respect of such vehicle or vehicles. 

5. The Executive Officer may issue a notice in Form "B”, appended to these 
bye-laws, to any person who, he has reason to believe, is keeping a cycle, tri-cycle 
or cyele-riekshaw which Is liable to bo assessed for the tax. 

0. Every person to whom the notice referred to in bye-law S Is sent shall, 
whether he is actually liable to pay the tax or not, return the declaration form 
attached thereto, duly filled within seven days of the reeeipt thereof. On receipt 
of such declaration, the Executive Officer, may, if such person is found liable to 
the payment of the tax, cause* a bill for the tar due, to be served on that person. 

7. On receipt of the aforesaid bill, the amount of the tax for the period ending 
the Hat March following, shall be remitted into the Board’s offloe within thirty 
day* of the service of the bill. 

ft. Every person paying the tar as above shall be granted a receipt in form 
“Cant*. 4-B" for the amount of the tax paid. He shall also be areatad a badge or 
•maker plate for each vehicle in respect of which the tec Km been paid and 
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the person to whom such badge or the number plate is issued shall cause it to be 
exhibited on some conspicuous part of the vehicle, in respact of which it has been 
issued, 

9. Every person who keeps for use a cycle, tri-cycle or cycle-rickshaw, which 
is not liable to be assessed for payment of the tax, shall also obtain from the 
Executive Officer a number plate in respect of the vehicle so kept, on furnishing 
a declaration in form “C” and on payment of such amount as may be fixed by 
the Executive Officer as cost thereof. The person to whom such number plate is 
issued shall cause it to be exhibited on some conspicuous part of the vehicle in 
respect Of which it has been issued. 

10. If the badge or number plaie issued in respect of any vehicle Is lost, muti- 
lated or destroyed, a duplicate thereof may be issued on payment of such charges 
as may be fixed by the Board, and on production of such proof as may be required 
by the Executive Officer. 

11. No tax shall be payable by the dealers of cycles, tri-cycles and cycle- 
rickshaws in respect of any new cycle, tri -cycle or cycle-rickshaw kept by them 
for sale in their business premises, 

12. Contravention of any of these bye-laws shall, on conviction by Of magistrate 
be punishable with fine which may extend to fifty 'rupees and in the case of a 
continuing contravention, with an additional fine which may extend to five rupees 
for every day during which such contravention continues after conviction for the 
first such contravention.

SJLO. S3.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules, regulating 
the method of recruitment to the non-technical posts in the Accelerated Freeze

1. Short title. — (1) These rules may be called the Accelerated Freeze Dried 
Factory Non technical posts recruitment Rules, 1987- 


(2) They shall come into force on the dote of their publication in the Official 
■Gazette. 


2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the non-technical posts of the 
Accelerated Freeze Dried Factory, under Department of Defence Production in the 
Ministry of Defence. 


3. Number, classification, scale of pay etc. — The number of the said posts, their 
classification, the scales of pay attached thereto, the method of recruitment to the 
said posts, age limit and other matters relating to the said posts, shall be as speci- 
fied in columns 2 to 13 of the Schedule annexed hereto: 


Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the general orders of the Government of 
India issued from time to time. 


4. Disqualification. — No person who has more than one wife living or who 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life time of such spouse; shall be eligible for 
appointment to the said posts; and 


No woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wile 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the eaW 
posts: 
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Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering exempt any person from the operation of this rule.
